What Britisli Columbia 
Gains. 

Ifc will bo rornomborod that, during 
"tko war of tho tariffs," thoso who ad- 
vocated tho adoption of tbo Canadian 
taiiff contended tbat tbo Province 
would savo some Bixty-six tbousaud 
dollars a yoar undor it, tbat is to say, 
taking tho imports as tboy stood /it 
tbat period. Nor was tho assortion a 
moro hap-hazard one, put forward 
for politiculpurposos. It was tho re- 
sult of a caroful calculation made under 
the direction of tho Commissioner of 
Customs. Tbo opponents of tho Cana- 
dian tariff did not hositato to quostion 
the correctness of tho estimato and 
endeavor to mako tho peoplo boliovo 
that no considerable saving would re- 
sult; and one of them had tho extreme 
temerity to assort tho other evening 
tbat the experience of the first quarter 
undor tho Canadian tariff proved that 
tho rato and amount of duty had ac- 
tually increased. We pointed out tho 
inaccuracy of that statomentyestorday; 
but the subject appears to bo deserving 
of mora attention than we wero en- 
abled to bestow upon it in a hasty 
paragraph. And here let us premise, 
that we have no wish to revive dead 
issue's or fight over again the battle of 
tho tariffs; but tho subject having been 
in a manner forced upon us by tho 
statement already adverted to, we feel 
called upon, as ono of thoso who con- 
tended for the Canadian tariff, to show 
that tho benefits promised have not 
proved illusory, but have been realized , 
and more than realized. Taking tho 
value of imports at the time the calcu- 
lation already adverted to was made, it 
was found that the estimated saving 
of sixty-six thousand dollars amounted 
to nearly twenty-five per cont. In other 
words, the advocates of tho Canadian 
Tariff promised tbo peoplo relief from 
Federal taxation under tbat tariff to 
the extent of very nearly twenty-five 
per cent on tbo customs duties. Has 
that promiso been fulfilled ? Let us 
see: As was stated yesterday, tho 
value of imports from tho 25th March 
to the 25th June, 1871, was $385,640,- 
95; and tho duty paid thereon amount- 
ed to $88,427,44. Tho value of im- 
ports during the corresponding quarter 
of 1872, being under the Canadian 
tariff, was, $434,426,00; and the duty 
paid thereon amounted to $91,335,42. 
Applying tbo Double lvulo of Three to 
theso figuros, it will bo found that the 
duty collected undor the Canadian 
tariff during tho quarter ending Juno 
1872wasnearly thirty per cent less than 
that collected under the British Co- 
lumbia tariff during tho quarter end- 
ing Juno 1871, — that is to say, in pro- 
portion to tho value of tho goods im- 
ported during these respective quarters. 
Tho people wore promised twenty-five 
percent. They gotjthirty! The saving 
will be still greater during subsequent 
quarters : first, becauso importations 
mado under tbo Canadian tariff had not 
timo fully to tell upon the first 
quarter; and, secondly, because tho duty 
on tea and coffee was not removed till af- 
ter that quarter had expired. Thus it is 
soon Lhat tho benefits arising from tho 
Canadian tariff are much greater than its 
most enthusiastic advocates claimed. And 
what member of tho community does not 
nharo in thoso benefits V Who in tho 
whole Province has been injured to the 
extent of a single dollar ? Tho working 
men, the farmer — all classes, in fact, get 
their bread, their tea and coffee free un- 
der it — they got two hundred and sixty 
different articles free under it. Wo chal- 
lenge tho opponents to produce a single 
instanco where any man in the Province 
has lost jv single dollar by it, — realized a 
cont less for the fruit of his labor. As a 
certain local politician would put it— "We 
pause for a reply !"

Although thoroughly convinced that 
the Dominion Government will un- 
doubtedly faithfully fulfil their part 
"f Iho Terms of Confederation to tho 
fullest o.vtont and otherwiso aid, by 
all legitimate moans, tho endeavors of tho 
inhabitants of British Columbia to pro- 
mote the advancement and well-being of 
this portion of tho Dominion, still, if 
elected, I shall deem it, my duty to jeal- 
ously guard these conditions and to nrgo 
their rapid and eompleto fulfillment; and, 
as occasion occurs, solicit further assist- 
ant' from the Ministry. 

It is essential that British Columbia 
should be brought into direct communi- 
cation v,ith the seat of Government at Ot- 
tawa. I shall, therefore, urge upon tho 
Ministry tho advisability of connecting 
the present telegraph system of British 
Columbia with that of tho Eastern Pro- 
vinces. 

Pending tho move rapid moans of 
communication with tlie General Govern- 
ment, it is at least expedient that the 
Lieut.

The prosperity of British Columbia bo- 
ing in no small degree dependent upon an 
increase of population, I shall use my 
best efforts to indnco tho Ministry of Ca- 
nada to assist tho Local Government in 
carrying out any well devised scheme of 
immigration. 

The immediato organization of tho In- 
dian Departm >nt is essentially neces- 
sary to tho well-being of all. 

Circumstances and conditions now nn- 
forseon may arise in this Provinco; but 
since I shall rcsido among you thoy will 
become known to mo, and questions aliko 
of interest to British Columbia and the 
Dominion will doubtless come lip in Par- 
liament. Each and all of theso shall com- 
mand my careful study and deliberate 
judgment; but, spealring generally, I 
shall, as I havo douo hitherto, givo a lib- 
eral and firm support to the Macdonald- 
Cartior Administration, tho faithful 
friends of British Columbia, being con- 
vinced that the welfare of tho Dominion 
ami the material interests of this Provinco 
will be thereby best promoted. 

Thanking you again for your expression 
of confidence and goodwill, I hopo, if 
elected, and profiting by the experionco 
of tho past, to bo in a position to render 
you greater services and merit a con- 
tinuance, of your confidence, support 
and approbation.

Political Meeting. 

A meeting called in the interest of Mr. 
Robert Beaven, M. P. P., candidato for 
the Commons, was Hold at Allniribrn Hall 
last evening. The Mayor occupied tho 
Chair, and Mr. McMillan tilled tho post 
of Secretary. Tho hall was well tilled. 
Tho platform was occupied by a number 
of prominent citizens and in tho audience 
wo observed Messrs. Nathan and DoCos- 
mos, candidates for a similar position. 

Mr. Leaven was introduced by tho Ma- 
yor, and commenced by assuring tho elec- 
tors that he had no private interest to 
servo in coming forward for election to 
tho Commons.

Tho terms offered to 
Prinee Edward's Island and Newfound- 
land were 1 almost similar to those granted 
us. Newfoundland and Prince Ed- 
ward's Island respected those terms 
and British Columbia accepted them. The 
Pacific Railway is not undertaken for the 
benefit id' British Columbia alone; it i- 
built to benefit the whole Dominion- it 
is a national undertaking. Canada, in 
round numbers, iscalledon to pay British 
Columbia §050,000, of which amount she 
receives back about §375,000, leaving, a 
balanco against the Province of about 
$275,000; but Canada, —with the 40-mile 
strip of laud- had driven a hard bargain. 
She had obtained the peaceable possession 
of British Columbia, while it cost her 
§250,000 to suppress avery small rebellion 
in Manitoba. She had got the only out- 
let on the Pacific, without which she soon 
must have been absorbed by the (J. S. 
Col. Gray, in his work, says that the rail- 
road is ' the backbone of Canada, and 
that with British Columbia, she obtained 
national existence. Canada has got our 
fisheries, our lighthouses, our public 
buildings, and she has got our "el ephant" 
the dredger. (Laughter.) "When our 
pupulation increases 15,000 or 20,000 Ca- 
nada will bo receiving back every dollar 
she pays us, while we will get no more 
until our population has reached 100,000. 
He therefore claimed that it was wrong 
for our members to allow tho statement 
that British Columbia hud robbed the 
d. minion treasury to pass unchallenged. 
, Ap olauso. J Tube sure, we had some 
advantages, such as cheap postages, re- 
duction in the expenses of Government, 
the railw ay and the prospect of steam com 
munication with the East. We had ex- 
perienced some benefit from the expendi- 
ture of Federal monies in the survey, and 
lie trusted that after the first sod had been 
turned for the Baihvay next, year we 
should reap still greater benefit. Immi- 
gration, he thought, ought to be encou- 
raged alter we had found employment for 
the men already here, (hear, hear.) and 
he believed the Railway would prove the 
best immigration agent we could have. 
Mr. Beaven next touched on the necessity 
of having live representatives in the House 
of Commons. He believed that injury had 
been been done; to this Province at Ot tawa 
and no notice taken of it. Ho was strong- 
ly opposed to the principle of dual repre- 
sentation and had voted against it in the 
Local House, (cheers,) but it would bo 
absurd for him to resign his seat in the 
Local House before he had been elected 
to the Commons. He had been accused 
in Tin: Colonist of inconsistency in this 
matter because he had voted against, the 
dual system in the Local Hou.se and hail 
said in his address that ho would resign 
bis present seal if the two Houses met 
together. He new understood that, both 
Houses would meet nearly together, and 
he took occasion to say that if elected 
to the Commons lie would at dnck Ti'isrdN 
his seat in the Local House [great cheer- 
ing]. It. had been the practice of tho 
to elect men to dual 
nents of the system 
were eiocted to two seats for the purpose 
of putting an end to the dual system. 
He was opposed to dual representation 
and would work againsf it until it was 
abolished (cheers). He was a warm 
supporter of the Ballot and if 
the Government did not, put 
it in the House would force it, upon them. 
He thanked the meeting for tho attention 
it had given him, and said that it, was 
necessary that British Columbia should 
be well and faithfully represented. He 
would dislike to say hero what he had 
hoard of the action of our roprese.ntat i ves 
in Parliament ; they had supported 
Sir John A. Muedoiiald. They were 
right in doing so ; but acts had been done 
at Ottawa prejudicial to this Province and 
our members hud allowed them to pass, 
(cheers.) 

Mr. Dalby, in a neat speech, moved a 
resolution expressive of tho confidence of 
the meeting in Air. Heaven. 

Mr, Jenkinson seconded the resolution, 
and pitched at once into tho lowest depths 
of Radicalism, approaching the very 
verge of Communism. His sentiments 
Were received with mingled hisses and 
cheers. He said some good things about 
the Ballot and Dual Representation- fav- 
tho second 
ace was the 
only M, P. from British Columbia who 
voted in favor of Hie ballot, 

Mr. Robert Smith, M. P. P. for Yale, 
said he too was one of the unfortunate 
candidates who were in tin; dual mess. 
He considered himself in the hands of his 
constituents. Mr. DoGosmos' position 
was his: if the two Houses met together 
he would resign his seat in the Local 
House. Ho would never leavo his soil 
vacant. Every seat in tho Local House 
should be tilled. [Hear! Ho wouldn't 
give the backbone of earcQng fur tuimn who 



wasn't ambitious. [Laughter]. Tho food 
of ambition was popularity, and how was 
a man to bo popular if he did not do right? 
He, Mr. Smith, next adverted to tho Rail- 
way which ho claimed to bo tho first to 
lay before tho Yale Convention in 1868, 
for doing which ho was characterized as 
a frantic and a fool. Ono gentleman 
proposed that ho should bo exnmiued to 
see if ho were not a fit subject for a lunatic 
asylum. [Laughter.] There wero break- 
er's on tho lee bow and wo must haul the 
ship close up to keep her off the grit shoak. 
[ Cheers. | If Sir John A. Macdonald 
steered tho bark of state for tho noxt fivo 
years everything would bo lovely and tho 
gooso would hang high. [Great Laugh- 
ter. ] A tar in the audionco horo bocamo 
interested in Mr. Smith's nautical phrasos 
and warmly cheered. Mr. Smith announc- 
ed that he would support a Ballot Bill in 
the Local House so that tho noj.t olootion 
might be held under it.

Be- 
sides thoso thero are about 15 other tra- 
ders established in tho mines, who aro all 
doing more or less business. In general 
the minors are doing well, and any ono 
with energy, and who will work, has a 
good chance of making money. Tho daily 
returns from tho mines average from $4 
and 95 to 800, £K0 and $100 to tho hand. 
The shortness; of the mining season and 
tho previous high price of provisions have 
been tho principal obstructions which mi- 
ners havo had to contend with. This is 
all the moro folt as no deep diggings, ex- 
cept those on Lost Creek, have yet been 
discovered.

Fattcntno Hoos. — In regard to the 
number of times per day hogs should 
bo fed, when put up for fattening, my 
experience in tho matter is this: When 
hogs are. sold ns thoy should bo, after 
putting them in the pen mid feeding 
them somewhat plentifully for six or 
eight days, thoy will then bear full 
feeding, and they should havo all that 
thoy can eat — and I care not whether it 
is given in one feed or in five; But 
about one day in each week I like to 
feed a little sparingly, so as to lot them 
get. a littlo hungry. 

Turning hogs into a corn-field I con- 
sider a wasteful way of feeding. Still, 
I think I have never seen hogs fatten 
faster than when they wero feeding 
themselves in this manner. I do not 
think it best to give full feed to hogs 
at as early an age as some do. Putting 
them to pasture and giving them somo 
grain to keep them thrifty, I regard as 
the best plan until they are twelve to 
sixteen months old. By this timo 
they havo age and constitution to bear 
being put up and full fed. In this 
way they will take on flesh and fat 
very fast. When hogs are penned up 
to be fatted, they frequently fail, I 
think, to get water enough, It is ac- 
cording to my experience, that wo 
have to salt and water our stock fat, as 
well as to feed them fat. — Cor. Chi. 
Gazette.
